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Dial Eme for Murder 
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OC prosecutors and the Mexican Mafia wanted Anthony Navarro dead—and they helped one another make it happen

I t’s odd when both the Mexican Mafia 
and the Orange County district attor¬ 
ney’s office (OCDA) want the same 
guy dead. It’s remarkable when two 
assumed-enemy outfits work together to 
achieve a mutual goal. But that is what 
happened to Anthony R. Navarro Jr. 

The Mexican 
Mafia (a.k.a. La 
Eme, the pronunci¬ 
ation of M en espa- 
nol) put Navarro on 
its “hard candy list,” 
marking him for 
death. OCDA simul¬ 
taneously worked 
to hand him capital 
punishment. In the 
process, a church¬ 
going prosecutor 
and an unsavory disciple of Eme bosses 
collaborated in a Santa Ana courtroom. As 
a result, Navarro today sits on San Quentin 
State Prison’s death row. 

The 48-year-old hoodlum admits he’s 
no angel. At the age of 12, he became a 
gangster, two years later landing in the Cali¬ 
fornia Youth Authority for manslaughter. 

He inked his body with underworld tattoos, 
took the moniker “Droopy” and became a 
leader of the Pacoima Flats Gang in the San 
Fernando Valley. During a prison stint for 
robbery, the smooth-talking car enthusiast, 
small-time methamphetamine dealer and 
$19-per-hour Warner Bros, studio extra 
won prized Mexican Mafia associate status. 

But troubling issues linger about the 
2007 trial in which a jury convicted 
Navarro of ordering the murder of David 
Montemayor, a Buena Park man who ran a 
trucking company. It’s possible he is guilty; 
prosecutor Dan Wagner gathered weighty 
circumstantial evidence. But Navarro could 
be innocent; the government’s case was 
hardly airtight. It is certain, however, the 
prosecution team cheated. 

The trouble for Wagner begins with a 
question: Does it make sense for Navarro to 
alert cops of a pending hit he was orches¬ 
trating and supposedly would later execute? 

Long before Montemayor’s Oct. 2,2002, 
killing near Knott’s Berry Farm, Navarro 
reached out to Alcohol Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF) agent James Starkey and 
Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) 
officer Rod Rodriguez. He relayed sketchy 
information: A woman tied to the Mexican 
Mafia wanted a crew to kidnap or kill a 
man in Orange County. The officers asked 
for the target’s identity. Navarro didn’t 
know the man’s name, so no investigation 
resulted. Navarro claims he was in Las 
Vegas while Pacoima Flats Gang soldiers— 
Armando Macias, Alberto Martinez and 


Gerardo Lopez—took Montemayor’s life. 

At trial, Wagner ridiculed Navarro’s law- 
enforcement calls as a ploy to deflect culpa¬ 
bility. Yet the defendant’s police ties weren’t 
imaginary: The FBI was the first agency to 
recruit Navarro as a confidential informant 
in 2000. Records hail his contributions. He 
described Mexican Mafia hierarchies; pro¬ 
vided intelligence about gun and dope sales; 
helped agents hunt an Israeli mobster; and 
thwarted five murder plots, including one 
against an LAPD officer. 

Navarro also exhibited bravery. For 
the FBI’s San Diego branch, he took an 
“extremely dangerous” mission to infiltrate 
Tijuana’s lethal Arellano-Felix Cartel. For 
the agency’s LA bureau, he supplied Mexi¬ 
can Mafia bosses with vehicles equipped 
with surveillance devices. He attended Eme 
meetings wearing a tiny camera embedded 
in his shirt and carrying a doctored pager 
that transmitted audio after batteries had 
been removed. 

Navarro’s reward? Cops ignored his petty 
dope deals, saved him from a weapons- 
possession case and paid his government- 
housingrent. In 2001, his compensation 
totaled $30,000. Navarro’s lawyer, H. Russell 
Halpern, asked his clients’ FBI handler, Cur¬ 
ran Thomerson, if the agency got its money’s 
worth—to which Thomerson replied, ‘Yeah.” 

Appreciative police outside of Orange 
County argued that if guilty in the Mon¬ 
temayor case, Navarro deserved nothing 
worse than life in prison without parole. 

But Wagner wanted his first death-penalty 
win. The strength of his case rested on 
cellphone records that seemingly link the 
killers to Navarro before, during and after 
the crime. The defendant admitted ties to 
the incriminating number, but he said he’d 
stopped using that particular gang phone 
weeks before the murder. 

The prosecutor called Pico Rivera 
resident Edelmira Corona as his star wit¬ 
ness. Corona worked for Montemayor and 
his sister Deborah Perna, who allegedly 
wanted to take over the family business. 
After her arrest in connection with the 
murder, she told police Perna sought to 
find people willing to kill her brother. So 
Corona contacted her drug dealer: Navarro. 
Sometime between April and June 2002, 
she handed him a note with Montemayor’s 
address. For nearly five months, the plot 
remained idle, except Navarro tipped his 
ATF and LAPD handlers. 

Meanwhile, Corona repeatedly visited 
Pelican Bay State Prison to meet Mexican 
Mafia leadership as a gang courier, accord¬ 
ing to court records. Under oath, the woman 
denied the observation, saying she had no 
clue her friends were gangsters and describ¬ 
ing their relationships as “pen pals.” Wagner 


accepted her claim that contacts with Eme 
bosses were coincidental to the murder. 

He gave her a sweetheart, 14-year term in 
exchange for fingering Perna and Navarro. 

But Corona had no credibility. On the 
stand, she told wild tales and, during cross- 
examination by Halpern, confessed she 
was a prolific liar. She couldn’t explain her 
frequent trips throughout the United States 
and Mexico on a pretax income of $200 per 
week. She gave implausible stories about 
meetings with Navarro. You have to wonder 
if Corona even needed him to carry out 
the crime; one of her sex partners, Macias, 
gunned down Montemayor. 

Yet Wagner maintained the fibber was 
Navarro, who testified he couldn’t have 
ordered the hit because the gang soldiers 
were under orders to kill him for being 
a snitch. In the weeks after the murder, 
Navarro deposited money into his co¬ 
defendants’jail-commissary accounts. The 
prosecutor saw the transactions as proof 
he was “very friendly” with the killers. 
Navarro insisted the funds were meant to 
avert his demise. 

Before a February 2003 pretrial hear¬ 
ing, Orange County Sheriff’s Department 
deputies learned the co-defendants wanted 
Navarro dead and later said they acciden¬ 
tally placed the four men—Navarro being 
the only one restricted by body chains—in 
the same cell. Montemayor’s unshackled 
killers slammed shanks into Droopy’s body 
10 or 11 times while calling him “a rat.” 
Miraculously, he survived. 

The attack didn’t dissuade the deputy DA 
from mocking the defendant’s kill list claim. 
Cops know mob leadership must approve 
execution of another high-rankinghoodlum. 
But Wagner wanted no Mexican Mafia ties 


to his case. His theory? The soldiers must 
have been angry Navarro tricked them into 
believing the gang ordered Montemayor’s 
hit and took it upon themselves to stab him. 

Fate didn’t aid Wagner’s cause. A Sept. 

23,2007, raid on Martinez’s jail cell recov¬ 
ered Erne’s “hard candy list” wrapped 
around a large shank. The gang document 
demanded Navarro’s death. 

The law requires prosecution teams to 
surrender crucial evidence to the defense, 
but that’s not what happened. Two days 
after the raid and in front of jurors, Wagner 
lampooned the notion the Mexican Mafia 
wanted Navarro killed. In his closing argu¬ 
ments on Oct. 15—22 days after the raid—he 
called the defense stance “ridiculous.” 
Another month lapsed with the government 
continuing to hide the evidence. That’s 
when a jury of seven men and five women 
wrongly believed it fully understood the 
case and sent Navarro to death row. 

Nowadays, Wagner says he can’t remem¬ 
ber how he undermined the defense. But 
the duplicity didn’t stop with Navarro. Seth 
Tunstall, who took possession of Martinez’s 
hit list, is the same deputy a judge blasted in 
March for hiding evidence and committing 
perjury in Wagner’s current death-penalty 
case: People v. Scott Dekraai. OCDA hasn’t 
filed charges. In fact, court records show 
prosecutors continue to work closely with 
Tunstall, a signal that recent reform proc¬ 
lamations by District Attorney Tony Rack- 
auckas are a sham.

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Newport Beach Film Festival’s Orson Welles Centennial 
honors the master, and so do we by Matt Coker 
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1. Orson Welles was born on 
May 6,1915. 

2. As a filmmaker, his three 
greatest pictures, in order, are 
Touch of Evil (1958), Citizen 
Kane (1941) and The Magnificent 
Amber sons (1942). 

8. Ah, yes, but Citizen Kane tops 
many lists as the greatest film of 
all time (with Welles filling the 
top slot on many directing lists). 

The fictional story of a megalomaniac newspaper magnate 
(loosely based on William Randolph Hearst) and innocence 
lost is indeed a masterpiece... albeit a dated one. Newspa¬ 
per magnates? Not in this century, bub. 

4. John Houseman wrote in his 1972 memoir Run-through 
that the deeper he, Welles and Herman Mankiewicz took 
the script into the heart of Kane, the more the identity of 
Welles was exposed. “Between young Kane and young 
Welles, there is more than a surface likeness; in the dra¬ 
matized person of Charles Foster Kane, ‘Champagne 
Charley’ was finally able to realize extravagances that far 
exceeded anything achieved in life by Richard Welles and 
his precocious son,” Houseman wrote. 

5. Kane and Welles also shared a fury, according to 


Houseman, whose association with the filmmaker dated 
back to their Mercury Theatre days. “A vague aura of 
violence surrounded the Hearst legend; there was the 
persistent rumor of the fatal shooting, in a jealous rage, 
of a well-known Hollywood director on a yacht off the 
Malibu coast. We made no reference to that episode in 
our script. We did not need it. The wanton, wordless, 
destructive fury which Kane wreaks upon the inani¬ 
mate objects in his wife’s room when he realizes she 
has left him was taken directly from our recent scene in 
the upper room at Chasen’s. During its filming, Orson 
reproduced with frightening fidelity the physical ges¬ 
tures and the blind agony of rage with which he had 
hurled those flaming Sternos against the wall. The cuts 
he received on his hands on both occasions were, I was 
told, almost identical.” 

6. Just spitballing here: Kane is the first mockumentary. 

7. Some cinephiles regard it as the first film noir. Lighting was 
used as a storytelling device, as Kane’s decency was bathed in 
lightness and his corruption was shrouded in darkness. 

8. The scenes of Kane as a boy are dreamlike, as if they 
were shot inside the snow globe the expired Mr. Kane 
drops after whispering... 

9. “Rosebud.” 

10. The film’s attention to detail—from the sets, makeup 


and costuming to the use of miniatures and Bernard 
Herrmann’s sophisticated musical score—are incredible. 
Kane was definitely unlike any American picture of its era. 

11. Then-fading Hollywood master D.W. Griffith, 
when asked what he thought of Welles’ feature-film¬ 
directing debut, replied he “particularly liked the ideas 
he took from me.” 

12. Hearst was so incensed over Kane that he forbade his 
newspapers from including Welles’ name in print again. 
This worked until the Los Angeles Examiner began col¬ 
lecting money for Colima, Mexico, earthquake victims 
by vowing to list the names of each donor. “The impish 
Mr. Welles, as alert as the next man to the misfortunes of 
a Mexican, sent the Examiner $25,” recounted The New 
Yorker. “The editorial suffering caused by this kindly 
action was indescribable.” 

18. The Examiner listing: “O. Welles, $25.00.” 

14. Welles’ sophomore picture, The Magnificent Amber- 
sons, was adapted from Booth Tarkington’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning novel about social change in turn-of-the- 
century Indianapolis. 

15. Three-quarters of the way into my first viewing of 
Ambersons years ago, I was convinced I was watching 
the best movie I had ever seen. But then it... well... 
read on. continued on page 10 -> 
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for Orson Welles’ 100th PAGE 9 

16. Welles is not in Ambersons, but he nar¬ 
rates what may be his most personal pic¬ 
ture, looking back at the days of his youth 
and an America he would never be able to 
visit again. It has a warmer feel than Kane; 
it’s more lyrical, more nostalgic. 

17. Welles called Ambersons his favorite 
work. The film ends with a swinging 
microphone and Welles saying, “I wrote 
the picture and directed it. My name is 
Orson Welles.” 

18. Could that be what inspired Chris 
Rock to drop the mic and walk offstage? 

1 9. Ambersons perfected sound montage or 
voices overlapping one another as they do in 
real life (and in Robert Altman films). Infor¬ 
mation that is lost to clashing dialogue is 
more than made up for in the emotional cues 
the sonic storytelling technique exposes. 

20. Welles set an Amberson family ball 
scene in deep focus with expressionistic 
lighting contrasts that threw most of the 
characters into silhouette. Those shadowy 
figures, along with their gestures and 
overlapping word clues as they move in 
and out of frame (and our ears), brought 

a stark realism you really didn’t see in 
American films before. 

21. Ambersons was in production when 
World War II broke out in December 1941. 

22. Less than two months later, Welles was 


off to a war-related mission in Latin America. 
28. That resulted in the documentary It's 
All True. 

24 . Ambersons’ original 131-minute cut 
was entrusted to editor Robert Wise, but 
the film tested poorly with audiences, and 
RKO brass deemed it too long and gloomy. 

25. With the cat (Welles) away, the stu¬ 
dio re-edited Ambersons, cut it down 
to 88 minutes and slapped on a phony 
happy ending. 

26. Or, as the Village Voice’s J. Hoberman 
would write in a 2004 retrospective, “It 
was butchered.” 

27. Ambersons was dumped in theaters as 
part of a double bill with Mexican Spitfire 
Sees a Ghost. 

28. Doesn’t that title sound like the loose 
plot of every telenovela since? 

29. “It was a much better picture than 
Kane— if they’d just left it as it was,” 

Welles once told his longtime friend Peter 
Bogdanovich, an actor, cinema writer and 
director ( The Last Picture Show; Paper 
Moon; What’s Up , Doc?) in their legendary 
1970s interviews. 

80. Hoberman: “But even still, The Mag¬ 
nificent Ambersons is a pretty sensational 
movie.” No argument here. 

81. Like a fountain of youth, an original 
cut of Ambersons is rumored to be in 
Brazil, left by Welles. 

82. A lifelong amateur magician and 
illusionist, Welles was keeping the crowd 
enthralled with his tricks at a party at 
RKO boss Charles Koerner’s home, where 


the host remarked, “You should have seen 
the way Orson made $3 million disappear 
at the studio.” 

88. Discouraged by a string of box-office 
failures, Welles left America in 1948 for 
Europe and Africa, where he hoped to 
work as an independent producer/director. 

84. His first project was to adapt Shake¬ 
speare’s Othello, with Welles starring as 
the Moor prince in Venice. 

85. The picture would go on to take three 
years to shoot. During that span, there 
were three Desdemonas and four Iagos. 

86. Welles had to keep stopping produc¬ 
tion to find more money, and then he had 
to reshoot scenes. 

87. Some critics argued Paul Robeson’s stage 
performance of Othello in the 1930s and ’40s, 
which was steeped in the racism the actor 
really endured, should have prevented white 
actors from playing the title role. 

88. Whitey don’t listen. Others have 
ranked as the best screen versions of 
Othello Welles’ 1952 release and the 
1965 version starring Laurence Olivier 
(although the 1995 film with Laurence 
Fishburne finishes third). 

89. In Othello: A Contextual History, 
author Virginia Mason Vaughan argues 
Welles shot his version through a lens of 
“patriarchy,” diminishing Desdemona 
(Suzanne Cloutier) to be nothing more 
than a fleshy prop in the masculine clash 
between Othello and Iago. As further 
evidence, she points to Filming Othello, 
the 1978 making-of documentary that 


included Welles, Micheal Mac Liammoir 
(Iago) and Hilton Edwards (Brabantio) 
sitting around a table talking about the 
project, but not Cloutier, who was pre¬ 
sumably available and could have lent a 
female perspective. “In Welles’ art, as in 
his life, the female was an object to be dis¬ 
cussed, not a subject to speak for herself,” 
Vaughan writes. 

40. French critics loved Welles’ Othello. 

It was the grand prize winner at Cannes. 
British and American critics? Not so 
much. They really hated the soundtrack. 

41. Naturally, it’s now considered a clas¬ 
sic. Pfft... critics. 

42. Touch of Evil, which was about a clash 
between lawmen on both sides of the U.S.- 
Mexican border over a murder investiga¬ 
tion, marked Welles’ return to Hollywood 
after years spent abroad. (And it’s his best 
flick; it says so right there in No. 2.) 

48. There are two stories about how 
Welles wound up directing Touch of Evil. 

44. One has him purposely taking a bad 
script, based on Whit Masterson’s novel 
Badge of Evil, and rewriting it and direct¬ 
ing it to prove he could make great art out 
of weak source material. The other ver¬ 
sion has Charlton Heston only agreeing to 
play honest Mexican drug-enforcement 
official Miguel “Mike” Vargas for Univer¬ 
sal if Welles, who’d been hired only to play 
crooked, one-legged police Captain Hank 
Quinlan, also directed. 

45. Yes, Chuck Heston played a Mexican.

47 . Ray Milland once said of the young 
Welles to Dietrich, “That fellow is posi¬ 
tively amazing. He can write, direct, pro¬ 
duce, even act.” 

48 . Dietrich’s reply: “Yes, he is a perpetual 
notion machine.” 

49 . Touch of Evil is composed of ugly 
people, ugly settings and an ugly story.... 
Uh, did I mention... Oh, never mind. 

50 . The lighting, editing and ways the 
camera moves keep you riveted. 

51 . The clash of dark comedy and hard¬ 
ball grittiness in films such as Touch of 
Evil would be celebrated... a little more 
than a decade later in the American cin¬ 
ema of the 1970s. 

52. Just spitballing here: O.W. was 
waaaay ahead of his time. 

55. In fact, he could sell no wine before 
its time. 

54 . Ack! Almost forgot: The three-minute, 
20-second tracking shot opening Touch of 
Evil represents one of the most amazing 
scenes ever put to film. 

55 . Among the last film noirs from the early- 
1940s to the late ’50s, Touch of Evil is even 
more relevant today given our border wars. 

56 . Did somebody say modernize and 
remake? Actually, you can see touches of 
Touch of Evil in FX’s brilliant and equally suf¬ 
focating series The Bridge (which has a, get 
this, Mexican playing the lead Mexican cop). 

57 . Welles submitted a rough cut of Touch 
of Evil that no longer exists. 

58 . The studio, claiming Welles aban¬ 
doned the project, cut from and added to 
the rough cut, getting it down to a 98-min¬ 
ute version. 

59 . “His films are shot by an exhibitionist 
and edited by a censor,” Francois Truffaut 
once said of Welles. 

60 . Welles screened the studio version, 
hated it, and then wrote a 58-page memo 
to Universal’s head of production detail¬ 
ing what needed to be done to make the 
film work. 

61 . The studio ignored the memo and 
released the 98-minute film in theaters in 
1958 as the B-movie in a double bill whose 
A-movie was The Female Animal starring 
Hedy Lamarr. 

62. Hedley. 

68. Universal discovered it held a 
108-minute print in its archives and in 
1976 released that version in cinemas 
and on video as the “uncut and restored” 
Touch of Evil. 

64 . It was actually a preview version. 

65 . Using all available footage, including 
some that Universal had shot after Welles left 
because his original footage was gone, film 
editor Walter Murch restored Touch of Evil 
in an attempt to fulfill the master’s wishes 
from his memo. It was released in 1998.

66. Welles began shooting on the film- 
within-a-film The Other Side of the Wind 
in 1970, completing principal photography 
on what was to be his final movie in 1976. 

67 . An original line producer on the shoot 
was Frank Marshall, who graduated 
alongside Oscar-winning filmmaker Greg 
MacGillivray from Newport Harbor High 
School in 1964. Marshall met Bogdanovich 
at a birthday party for the daughter of direc¬ 
tor John Ford, a friend of his father’s, in 
1967. Marshall volunteered to work on Bog¬ 
danovich’s first film, Targets, which became 
his apprenticeship in film production. 

68. In 1970, Bogdanovich offered Marshall 
a position on The Last Picture Show, and 
he would go on to double as location man¬ 
ager in Archer City, Texas, and as an actor 
in the seminal film. Under Bogdanovich’s 
guidance, Marshall worked his way up 
from producer’s assistant to associate 
producer on five more films. He is now 

a major Hollywood producer (Raiders of 
the Lost Ark, Back to the Future, The Sixth 
Sense ) who founded Amblin Entertain¬ 
ment with his producer wife, Kathleen 
Kennedy, and Steven Spielberg. 

69 . In The Other Side of the Wind, John 
Huston stars as a temperamental film direc¬ 
tor battling with Hollywood executives 

to finish a movie. (Sound familiar?) Susan 
Strasberg, Lilli Palmer, Dennis Hopper and 
Bogdanovich played supporting roles. 

70 . Welles based Huston’s character on 
Ernest Hemingway, who threw a chair at 
Welles during a whiskey-soaked scuffle 
in 1937—four years before the release of 
Citizen Kane. 

71 . In The Other Side of the Wind, Hus¬ 
ton’s character dies at his 70th birthday 
party, and his final hours are recounted in 
a collage of still photos, as well as 8 mm, 16 
mm and 35 mm color and black-and-white 
film shot at the celebration, plus scenes 
from his unfinished comeback movie. 

72 . Marshall has said Welles’ young film 
crew would sneak into a movie lot or a 
drive-in, posing as university film stu¬ 
dents if anyone demanded production 
permits. They often invoked Welles’ name 
to requisition props such as a human skel¬ 
eton or a Porsche. 

75 . Welles supplied his own Oscar statu¬ 
ette, won for Citizen Kane, for Huston to 
brandish in The Other Side of the Wind. 

74 . Of course, Huston could have brought 
one of the two he won in 1949 for The 
Treasure of the Sierra Madre. 

75 . Welles worked on the film the rest of 
his life. 

76 . He financed what was to be his cine¬ 
matic swan song through a combination of 
TV roles and investors, including Mehdi 
Bushehri, brother-in-law of the shah of 
Iran and an investor in Iranian-French 
production company L’Astrophore. 

77 . After clashing with Welles over the 
direction of the project, Bushehri took 
control of more than 1,000 negative 
reels—18 or 19 hours of footage—which 
were stored in a Paris warehouse through 
last year. 

78 . In 1975, Welles smuggled a 41-minute 
work print of The Other Side of the Wind 
out of France in a van and had it shipped 



























to California, where he lived with his 
longtime companion, actress/screen¬ 
writer/director Oja Kodar. 

79. George Orson Welles died on Oct. 10, 
1985. He was 70. Had he lived to this 
upcoming May 6, he would have been 100. 

80. Bogdanovich tried for years to get The 
Other Side of the Wind finished and released. 

81. “He just turned to me rather casu¬ 
ally during lunch and said, ‘I want you to 
promise that you will finish the picture if 


anything happens to me/” Bogdanovich 
recalled of a conversation in the 70s. “I 
was shocked and said, ‘Nothing is going to 
happen to you/” 

82. For years, the competing rights of 
stakeholders—Kodar, Welles’ daughter 
Beatrice and L’Astrophore—prevented Bog¬ 
danovich from honoring his friend’s wish. 
88. Even a $3 million deal with Showtime 
was torpedoed.

84. When it was discovered less than a 
year ago that Kodar had in her posses¬ 
sion the work print in Primosten, on the 
Adriatic coast in Croatia, where she now 
resides, Bogdanovich’s pal Marshall and 
Royal Road production company’s Filip 
Jan Rymsza convinced her, Beatrice Welles 
and L’Astrophore to let them finish The 


Other Side of the Wind the way Welles 
intended in time to release it on May 6, 
2015, and to show it at Cannes (May 13-24). 

85. “Everyone has realized next year is the 
perfect time for the movie to be completed 
and released,” Marshall said excitedly in 
October 2014. “Everyone wants this to 
happen and to honor Orson’s legacy.” 

86. Kodar, who is in her 70s, has said, 
“The catalyst is the 100-year anniversary, 
and everybody is moving in a kind of 
wave. When I finally see it on the screen, 
then I will tell you that the film is done.” 


87. Marshall, who is overseeing editing, 
expressed confidence it would be completed, 
without additional shooting, by May 6. 

88 . “We have scenes that weren’t quite fin¬ 
ished, and we need to add music,” he told 
The New York Times. “We will get it done. 
The good news is that it won’t take so long 
because of all of the technology today.” 

89. Alas, there has been word in recent weeks 
that The Other Side of the Wind will not be 
ready for Cannes, let alone a May 6 release. 

90. Original Wind producer and Welles 
biographer Joseph McBride, who has 
been consulting on the project, now says it 
will screen later this year. 

91. But celebrating 100 years of the mas¬ 
ter marches on. To help mark the Orson 
Welles Centennial, the Newport Beach 
Film Festival screens Othello at 11 a.m. on 
April 26 at Island Cinema. 

92. At 1:15 p.m. on the same day, Oliver 
Parker’s Fade to Black will be shown at 
Island Cinema. 

93. The 2006 Serbian-Italian-American 
production stars Danny Huston—yes, 
John’s son—as Welles, who travels to Italy 
in an attempt to recover from his mar¬ 
riage to Rita Hayworth and restart his 
career in the late 1940s. But he is drawn 
into intrigue, politics and the murder of 
an actor on his set in this fictional drama. 
Diego Luna, Paz Vega and Christopher 
Walken co-star. 

94. Around 3:15 p.m. (after Fade to Black, 
uh, fades to black), the film festival hosts 
“Orson in Exile,” an in-depth discussion 
about Welles’ “lost years” away from Hol¬ 


lywood and in Europe. Welles historians 
and special guests are promised. 

95. The fest had not released names as 
this story went to bed. 

96. Meanwhile, Bogdanovich appears in 
writer/director Scott Ehrlich’s “comedic 
musical” Pearly Gates, which makes its 
world premiere at the festival at 7:15 p.m. 
on April 26 at Triangle Square Cinemas 
in Costa Mesa and at 3 p.m. on April 27 at 
Big Newport. 

97. The cast also includes Lainie Kazan, 
Illeana Douglas and Uzo Aduba, the 
Emmy-winning “Crazy Eyes” of Orange Is 
the New Black. 

98. Besides acting in Pearly Gates and 
helping with the restoration of The 
Other Side of the Wind, Bogdanovich 
has been promoting a film he directed, 
She’s Funny That Way, which is about 
an aspiring actress (Imogen Poots) 
who says she is a muse but works as a 
call girl. Owen Wilson plays one of her 
sugar daddies and Jennifer Aniston is a 
therapist in what’s been called a modern 
tale done in the style of Hollywood’s old 
screwball comedies. 

99. By the way, the 1992 book This Is Orson 
Welles, which is by Welles, Bogdanovich 
and Chicago Reader film writer Jonathan 
Rosenbaum and is based on the directors’ 
many conversations with one another, is an 
essential read for Orsonphiles. 

100. French New Wave director Jean-Luc 
Godard put it best about Orson Welles: 

“All of us will always owe him everything.”

Truck Stop 

BurntZilla is the Burnt Truck and Dogzilla’s attempt at brick-and-mortar

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T he life cycle of luxe loncheras 
is the opposite of butterflies’. 
They spend their adolescent 
years flitting about from place 
to place, and if they’re lucky and survive, 
they settle into the cocoon of a permanent 
home. The Lime Truck, Dos Chinos, Kogi: 
all have matured to be brick-and-mortars. 
The same has now happened with two of 
OC’s homegrown New Age food trucks: 
the Burnt Truck and Dogzilla. But theirs 
is actually a merger of sorts, built on a 
solid friendship forged on the road and 
the fact they both serve products on 
King’s Hawaiian rolls. The Burnt Truck 
serves burgers; Dogzilla does hot dogs. So, 
the coupling seems more than a natural 
fit, snapping together as if interlocking 
pieces, stronger together than apart. 

The joint venture is called BurntZilla. 
Occupying a former Golden Spoon, the 
place isn’t big; it’s a stretch to even call it 
a restaurant. But the owners have utilized 
what little space they’ve wrangled quite 
well. Since it’s about the same size and 
shape of a UFC octagon, with no room 
for chairs, they punched holes through 
the walls, installed counters on them, and 
then stools on either side. When you eat 
there, it’s an open-air affair. There’s always 
a line. The customers are predominantly 
younger than 40, and most are already 
well-versed on the menu because they’ve 
been to the trucks. 

If I had to give one suggestion as to 
what to order here, it’s the combo: a choice 
of two sandwiches, a fried-potato side and 
a drink for a total price of $9. When you 


order any other way—say, just a sandwich 
or two—you’ll soon realize you need more 
food. A sandwich here, after all, is the size 
of a single King’s Hawaiian roll, those 
diminutive cubes of sweetish bread buns 
you pick up at Ralphs for making, well, 
sliders. BurntZilla slices them just as you 
would yours: at the midsection. For the 
hot dogs, they split them at the top. Either 
way, it’s gone in two bites, so what fills you 
up here isn’t going to be the sandwiches; 
it’s the tater tots. And you always want the 
tots over the fries. Yes, they’re just stan¬ 
dard tater tots, but the kitchen fries them 
to crispness and serves them in big enough 
portions to call it a meal. 

You might also be tempted to upgrade 
your tots with toppings such as fried 
chicken, garlic or carne asada. The carne 
asada is the best option, as it actually adds 
a lubricating counterpoint to the crunchy 
potato plugs with its pickled onions, a 
plop of good guacamole and sour cream. 

It tastes like its own dish, but it’s also a 
better deal than the garlic one, even if the 
carne asada is applied in nearly undetect¬ 
able amounts. The fried chicken-topped 
tots, on the other hand, are anticlimatic 
and disjointed despite a dousing of coun¬ 
try gravy and a sprinkling of bacon. 

Save the fried chicken for the fried 
chicken slider, arguably one of BurntZilla’s 
best and most popular items. It’s a breaded 
fried chicken filet slathered with mashed 
potatoes and gravy and squished between 
two sides of a split sweet roll. You eat it 
knowing it’s going to be messy: Any way 
you handle it, the mashed potatoes will 


ooze out the side opposite your bite. I still 
prefer it to the other sliders. The fried 
cheese slider is so sweet it rots the teeth; 
the Sloppy Joe is indeed sloppy but for¬ 
gettable. And the burger tends to be dry 
and makes me sad for our lack of White 
Castles. Even though I like that the peanut 
butter slider has crispy pulverized pretzels 
mixed in, it’s also the one slider for which 
I can’t justify paying the $3 sticker price. 

On the contrary, I’ve not found a dog 
here I didn’t like. The Dogzilla dog—with 
avocado, grilled onions, teriyaki, Japanese 
mayo, furikake and bacon—manages to 
successfully incorporate and balance all the 
flavors of an okonomiyaki into a bun. The 
Bratzilla has a nice biting mustard aioli; the 
Pizzilla is almost an Italian sausage sand¬ 
wich. The sugary chili works better on the 
Spicy Chili dog, with its pickled jalapenos, 
than by itself in the mini pot pies. 

I do wish the kitchen here served the 
full-on hot dogs that Dogzilla still puts out 
at its trucks. The BurntZilla mini-dogs 
are good, but they’re teases. Before I can 
appreciate the snap of the skin and attain 
the satisfaction that comes after eating a 
full-sized sausage sandwich, it’s over. And 
if the fulfillment of my wish throws off the 
balance of power too much to the Dogzilla 
side, I know for a fact King’s Hawaiian 
makes full-sized hamburger buns.

I 've said it before, and I'll say it again: The 
greatest shopping plaza in Orange County 
is El Camino Plaza in Tustin. Here is us at our 
multiculti best, where a Japanese bakery, 
South African deli, bikini bar, Indian market, 
Korean day spa, Japanese karaoke bar, Viet- 
namese-Chinese restaurant, Latino shoe cob¬ 
bler and a dinnertheater all happily coexist. 
And let's not forget a giant mixed martial arts 
gym, with an Agai Republic right next door. 

This small spot is the perfect yin to the 
gym's grappling yang, all Bob Marley music 
and rasta vibe, as cute girls prepare your 
fruit juices, smoothies and agai bowls. The 
clientele is a mix of Portuguese-speaking 
Brazilians, jocks, health nuts and surfer 
types (oh, the business this place would get 
if the empty hulk of a building next to it still 
housed Bally's). A painted wall sings the 
nutritional virtues of agai, the Brazilian berry 
that OC surfers and MMA-ers transformed 
into a multibillion-dollar industry. That's fine 
and all, but what excites me about Agai 
Republic is that it's one of the maddeningly 
few Brazilian restaurants in OC, a genre 
you'd figure would be bigger given all the 
brasileiros now living in the county. 

Really,the Brazilian offerings are limited 
to a couple of candies and pastries. Pao de 
queijo is a standard: golf ball-sized breads 
stuffed with cheese fried to the consistency 
of Play-Doh—far tastier than it sounds. Pastel 
de forno is a Brazilian empanada of spinach 
and chicken; it's superb: creamy, crunchy, 
delicious. But after that... it's inconsistent. It 
has stopped selling kibe, the Middle Eastern 
speciality of fried meatballs that makes more 
than a few cameos across Latin America. 

And the last time I asked for coxinhas—awe¬ 
some breaded orbs stuffed with chicken or 
a Brazilian cream cheese brand called Catu- 
piry—the kind cashier said Agai Republic 
wasn't selling them at the moment due to a 
dispute with the provider. Urn, okay... 

What I'm thinking is that there's still not 
enough demand for a full Brazilian menu at 
Agai Republic. So go, gentle reader. Gorge 
on pao de queijo, and ask for as many 
pasteis as possible. And maybe in three 
months, demand here will lead to it offering 
more of these great specialities— puxa!

here you go to drink is often in direct 
correlation with the company you keep. 
People you want to impress? The painfully 
crowded, trendy place that recently opened. 
But when you're a party of one who craves a 
single beverage, informality is key. The trick is 
finding a spot that's convenient. 

You may be lucky enough to frequent a loca¬ 
tion that's walkable. The rest of us hope to find 
something in our neighborhood. In the case of 
the Corner and its Bourbon for Breakfast, it was 
en route to a destination. If the "hair of the dog" 
is supposed to cure your hangover the next day, 
consider this its evil cousin. 

THE DRINK 

Hel-/o, 102-proof Medley Brothers bourbon! I 
enjoyed the hint of cocoa, which blends well 
with earthy NOLA Coffee Liqueur from St. 


George; its chicory 
component was an 
inspiration for this 
cocktail. The brief 
moment of caffeine 
buzz was thwarted 
by the complexities of 
Antic a Formula Sweet 
Vermouth. Contribut¬ 
ing to the breakfast TINY PHOTO, 

theme was a bit of B, G FLAVOR 

sweet maple. Atwisty lemon peel (a garnish¬ 
ing nod to Beverly Hills Cop, if you recall Axel's 
first encounter with Serge) makes it almost 
approachable, but beware of bitters ahead. 

This modern marriage of Manhattan and 
espresso is a stiff drink. Sipping and conversation 
are recommended, as well as an order of those 
48-hour fries the Corner's Chris Grodach is leg¬ 
endary for. Although don't be surprised if you find 
the chef tending bar; he's badass like that.

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Scary On No Budget 

NBFF’s Horror Showcase reminds us it’s indie films that make the genre great

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I t has been years since audiences have 
been given a horror movie that wasn’t 
a carbon copy of another film—big- 
budget film producers aren’t exactly 
flowing with ideas. Thankfully the Horror 
Showcase at the Newport Beach Film Fes¬ 
tival, running April 23-30, aims to counter 
that fatigue with a new crop of filmmakers 
outside of the Hollywood milieu, present¬ 
ing seven short films and one feature film 
that not only break the mold of cliches, but 
also eat their brains... or something. 

Because if there’s one thing we can be 
mindful of, it’s that some of the best, most 
memorable horror films of all time were 
indie films. George A. Romero’s Night of 
the Living Dead, Wes Craven’s Last House 
On the Left, Oren Peli’s Paranormal Activ¬ 
ity— scant finances don’t necessarily dic¬ 
tate a film’s aesthetic success or influence. 
But the first Paranormal Activity was still 
pretty long ago, so where does horror go 
from there? 

You can take a glimpse into the genre’s 
future through the Horror Showcase 
series "A Nightmare On Short Street,” 
which includes the dark comedy Invaders. 
Financed partially through an Indiegogo 
campaign, the short features two hapless 
home intruders plotting their next big 
job, although they’re stuck in the car in a 
hilarious back-and-forth, too wrapped up 
in deciding their character roles to commit 
their crime. 


Sequence, which I also consider sci-fi, 
offers a Twilight Zone-e sque tale about an 
ordinary guy who wakes up to find that 
everyone in the world has had a gruesome, 
diabolical dream about him the night 
before, and now he must fend off the sub¬ 
sequent hatred and violence against him. 

The Bridge Partner is more psychologi¬ 
cal horror, a difficult feat to pull off in only 
13 minutes. Character actress Beth Grant, 
whom you’ve probably seen in almost 
every prime-time television show or con¬ 
temporary film, plays a meek woman dis¬ 
turbed by her new bridge partner (Sharon 
Lawrence), who seeks to bring her bodily 
harm after they lose. Some people just 
don’t take defeat too kindly, eh? 

By far, the standout of this series is the 
feature film Hangman, which is screened 
separately from the shorts. Directed by 
Adam Mason, the flick follows in the vein 


of The Blair Witch Project, Cloverfield 
and Paranormal Activity in that it’s told 
entirely via a character’s handheld-video- 
camera footage. Without giving too much 
away, the movie follows an obsessive, 
unstable man who breaks into the home 
of a friendly, loving family on vacation 
to secretly install video cameras in every 
room to record their everyday lives. Little 
by little, he (and, by default, we) learns of 
each family member’s innermost secrets 
and begins to pit family members against 
one another when he exposes them. And— 
oh, yeah—this madman, known here as the 
Hangman, is hiding in their attic, wearing 
a mask and black clothing at all times to 
hide any discernible features when he’s in 
full view. That’s already creepy. 

While the thought of another horror film 
using the found-footage gimmick might 
have you reaching for a chainsaw, Hang¬ 


man’s mise en scene trumps any cliches. 
The camera angles mimic the point of view 
of security cameras, so all the character 
action seems natural, emanating anxiety 
in moments of quiet: the Hangman hiding 
behind a door or a jump cut to the Hang¬ 
man standing above the daughter’s bed, 
watching her while she sleeps. In an age in 
which the NS A is spying on our daily activi¬ 
ties, this seems terrifying (and I haven’t 
even explained how the film gets its title- 
no spoilers!). 

Gems such as these don’t come around 
often, and fans who crave quality hor¬ 
ror should trek to this one-night event. 
Because there’s still hope for this genre 
to invent, reinvent and subvert, and it’s 
non-commercial horror films such as 
these that have kept the genre alive for 
decades. But beware—these films don’t 
mess around, so when you’re sitting in the 
theater, feeling your heart race, remind 
yourself of that age-old adage: “It’s only a

MONKEY KINGDOM Truth in film takes 
another jolly beating in Disneynature's 
Monkey Kingdom, a documentary-like 
nature flick with the last-century chutzpah 
to pass off its marvelous footage of the 
life of a single-mom macaque as a full- 
fledged princess story, with three acts, a 
tearful exile, and her ascent, in the final 
reels, to the throne. (Oops, spoiler for the 
anthropomorphized-monkey movie.) All it 
takes for our plucky heroine, Mya, to climb 
to the top of her caste system is to mother 
her son, to lead her band into the city after 
it's chased from its rock-pile home by a 
toug/jer monkey-band, and then to be the 
main squeeze of the new alpha macaque 
determined to take back the home they've 
lost. The doc calls that home Castle Rock, 
and this narrative seems just as invented 
as any involving Starks and Lannisters. The 
scenes we see are real, of course: These 
ingenious monkeys harass a mongoose, 
sneak seedpods from lily ponds, dash 
over rooftops, and face off with that rival 
clan. But when they ravage a Sri Lankan 
villager's kitchen, you have to wonder: Did 
the cameras just happen to be in there, 
on the day a little girl's having a birthday 
party? Monkey Kingdom is delightful, and 
it's encouraging that Mya is allowed to be 
a Disney princess despite breastfeeding in 
public—and never making any attempt to 
cover up nipples like smooshed pink candy 
corns. But its bending of wild nature to a 
workaday storyline will confuse and annoy 
smart kids—and will do nothing to smarten 
up the dumb ones, who are already 
doomed to a life of never being sure when 
cameras are lying and when they're not.

1915 Because atrocious backstage drama 
1915 \s meant to address a great global 
tragedy—the Turkish government- 
mandated extermination of 1.5 million 
Armenians—the film's creators smother its 
putting-on-a-show narrative with ponder¬ 
ous diatribes about "denial," "ghosts," 
and "acting." Almost all of the film's trite, 
buzzword-laden speeches are delivered 
by Simon (Ararat s Simon Abkarian), a 
washed-up theater director who avoids 
examining his own motives for writing 


and staging a controversial play about the 
Armenian genocide by vaguely declaim¬ 
ing to his cast about the importance of 
his story: "You will bring those forgotten 
[Armenian] souls back to life ... or you will 
die with them." Simon's refusal to provide 
straightforward explanations for his mys¬ 
terious methods, particularly his hypnosis¬ 
like instructions for wife/lead actress 
Angela (Angela Sarafyan), is ultimately 
1915 s real subject. But the plot myopically 
dwells on Simon's frustration with col¬ 
laborators like Tony (Nikolai Kinski, Klaus' 
son), a self-serving actor whom Simon 
denounces for not getting deep enough 
inside his character's head: "Acting—real 
acting—means facing the truth about 
yourself, facing the evil that lives inside 
you, and showing the world night after 
night. But you! You never had the courage 
to do that, did you?" Co-writers/-directors 
Garin Hovannisian and Alec Mouhibian 
devote so much time to cutting down 
their capricious, sketch-thin supporting 
characters that they only wind up making 
Simon's self-righteous recriminations feel 
inconsequential. Simon takes so many 
pseudo-mystical digs at colleagues, like 
when he tells leading man James (Sam 
Page) that "the wound has to sting before 
it can heal," that he only reveals 1915s 
true nature as a pompous vanity project. 
(Not Rated) Simon Abrams. Countywide. 

TRUE STORY British director Rupert Goold's 
debut feature is a too-tasteful movie about 
a deeply unsavory subject: In 2002, ambi¬ 
tious and prolific New York Times reporter 
Michael Finkel—here played by Jonah 
Hill—was fired for bending the facts in a 
Times magazine cover story about slave 
trading in modern-day Africa. As we see 
in the movie, he flies back to his home 
base in Montana in shame, struggling to 
rebuild his reputation. Then he learns that 
his name has been "stolen" by an Oregon 
man who's just been arrested on suspicion 
of murdering his wife and three small 
children. Finkel meets with the man, creepy 
charmer Christian Longo (James Franco), 
who fawns over his writing and makes an 
enticing offer: He claims he can prove his 
innocence and will tell his story exclusively 
to Finkel. Finkel takes the bait and—bet you 
didn't see this coming—learns more about 


his own dark side as he delves into Longo's. 
Especially for a movie that springs from a 
horrific and grisly crime, True Storytee\s 
undershaped and indistinct; it's too dispas¬ 
sionate to be genuinely chilly. The focus is 
on the snake and snake-charmer interplay 
between Longo and Finkel, but not even 
that has the right degree of heft. The actors 
strive, with white-knuckle determination, to 
make the damn thing work. Even if we don't 
know how Finkel could buy so willingly into 
Longo's bill of goods, Hill—with his intent 
stare, the look of a man whose nerve end¬ 
ings have been frayed to bits—somehow 
makes us believe in the man's psychic suf¬ 
fering. But what to do about Franco? He's 
a gifted, hardworking actor; the problem 
is that all of his work shows (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

UNFRIENDED The trolling is coming from 
inside the house! Mere emojis can't 
capture the plugged-in joys of the first 
hour or so of haunted-internet teen flick 
Unfriended, which knives with dexter¬ 
ous wit The Way We Live Now. Here's a 
clutch of horny high school dopes hang¬ 
ing out on Skype, getting doxed to death 
by what seems to be the vengeful ghost 
of Laura Barns (Heather Sossaman), a 
young woman who committed suicide a 
year before. (She had been cyberbullied.) 
We see this play out exclusively through 
the screen of another young woman's 
laptop: Blaire (Shelley Hennig) indulges 
in amusingly listless sex-chat with her 
boyfriend, Mitch (Moses Jacob Storm), 
scored to songs from her Spotify account. 

—Sometimes, after a scare, she'll Google— 

something related to it. She exchanges 
tense instant messages—we see her 
type a truth, hesitate, then erase it in 
favor of a more politic response. Some of 
these IMs go to that ghost. Blaire will hit 
send and wait while the filmmakers stir 
up fresh tension from banal details of our 
tech lives, like the checked box saying 
the message has been "seen." You know 
the cats that, in most horror films, are 
good for a fake-out scare or two? Here, 
ingeniously, their role is played by a pop¬ 
up ad. So, yes, this movie is 85 minutes of 
watching someone else use a computer. 
Director Levan Gabriadze is adept at 
the sinking something's not right creep\- 
ness too few horror films dig into. His 
techniques are certain to be copy-pasted 
by imitators. What might be wonderful is 
if they were applied to something other 
than the jubilant murder of morally dubi¬ 
ous teens. How about a laptop rom-com?

FURIOUS 7 The good news is that Furious 
7offers more—and more—of the same. 

The series prides itself on scaling grander 
heights of craziness each time, and that's 
part of what fans love about it: The 1,001 
instances of shock-absorber abuse include 
pinwheel turns executed inside an Abu 
Dhabi skyscraper and a rather sweet ode 
to one of the series' great grandpappies, 

The Italian Job, in which a long, squarish 
buslike vehicle perches on the brink of 
oblivion, almost taking with it the late Paul 
Walker's Brian O'Conner. Dizzying stuff hap¬ 
pens in Furious 7, and there are probably 
more instances of airborne cars than in any 
other single movie in the series. (This is the 
only modern movie franchise that owes a 
serious debt to Chitty Chitty Bang Bang.) 
There's something marvelously freeing 
about watching objects that were meant 
to hug the road soar through the heavens. 


Plus, these moments of floating freedom are 
a respite from the predictably A.D.D.-choppy 
editing. Like its forebears, this movie— 
directed by junior horror kingpin James 
Wan (The Conjuring )—has a characteristi¬ 
cally throwaway plot, with a few new faces. 
Jason Statham swaggers around, and a 
suave, suit-wearing Kurt Russell pops in to 
reassemble Brian O'Conner's old gang for, 
you know, one last job. But this Furious 7is 
more poignant than any other action movie 
in modern memory, for the simple reason 
that this really will he Brian's one last job. 
The series' core characters have always 
been its lifeblood, and the ending of Furious 
7, which pays tribute to Walker, is one of the 
most straightforward and yet most touching 
final shots I've seen at the movies in years.

GET HARD Get Hard, Etan Cohen's comedy 
about a white stockbroker who hires a 
black man to prepare him for a 10-year 
stretch in San Quentin, is like a spoon 
that's almost-but-not-yet sharpened into a 
shiv. With just a little more effort, it could 
kill. The comedy isn't hunting Will Ferrell's 
ultra-rich James King, but another target: 
the privilege he represents. Like the tight- 
fisted conservatives in Congress, Ferrell's 
Harvard-educated silver-spooner is so blind 
to his own privilege that when his boss and 
father-in-law (Craig T. Nelson) brags about 
founding their agency with only "me, my 
computer, and an $8 million loan from my 
father," he applauds. Ferrell's idiocy doesn't 
work. But his decency does. Instead of play¬ 
ing King like a callous corporate villain, he's 
a well-meaning sap who sincerely believes 
he's a good person—or, at least, certainly 
not a bigot. Mistaking car-washer Darnell 
(Kevin Hart) for a carjacker, he can't admit 
that it was because he's black, swearing 
that he'd have reacted the same if he were 
"rich or poor or white or... miscellaneous." 
Still, King is willing to pay Darnell $30,000 
to teach him to act tough. The extra twist is 
that King can't tell that Darnell is a straight- 
arrow nerd. Darnell's wife (Edwina Findley 
Dickerson) is sure King will see through his 
thug act. But Darnell simply puts on a black 
skullcap and lets cultural assumptions take 
care of the rest. As befits their characters, 
Hart acts like a normal human, and Ferrell a 
cartoon. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

HOME There's much to recommend Home, 
DreamWorks' animated adventure about a 
winsome polychrome alien trying to make a 
place for himself on Earth, but only because 
it offers so many vague teachable moments 
that you're bound to find something you 
approve of. Hoping to expose your tot to 
jumbled, diffuse anti-gentrification, anti¬ 
colonialist, anti-fascist messages? Home's 
got 'em. But if director Tim Johnson—adapt¬ 
ing Adam Rex's book The True Meaning of 
Smekday— can't do much with the story's 
confused, if well-intentioned, agenda, at 
least he's got some charming, vivid char¬ 
acters to work with. Chief among them is 
Gratuity "Tip" Tucci (voiced by Rihanna), a 
little girl from Barbados who, after strug¬ 
gling to make a new home with her mom in 
an American city that looks something like 
Philadelphia, is displaced yet again when 
a bunch of cute, tubby aliens invade Earth 
and corral its humans into cheerful-looking 
but obviously undesirable housing projects 
in Australia. Actually, I can't believe I just 
sat through a movie with that plot, though 
it all sounds much scarier than it is, which 
is part of the problem: The horror of what 
these little invaders—called Boovs—actu¬ 
ally do is so muted, for the tykes' sake, that 
it hardly seems villainous at all. Then again, 
we're supposed to be invested mostly in the 



plight of our googly-eyed Boov hero, a misfit 
named Oh (Jim Parsons), whose stilted 
English and misuse of prepositions ensure 
many moments of mild hilarity. If your 
planet has to be stolen by aliens, they may 
as well be adorable ones. (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

IT FOLLOWS Forget Dracula and Freddie 
Kruger. In writer/director David Robert 
Mitchell's It Follows, the killer is as generic 
as death, the universal murderer. The mon¬ 
ster can look like anyone: an old woman, 
a child, your mom. And instead of cackling 
quips or toying with blades, it simply paces 
toward you, as silent and slow as a lion, 
until it's close enough to pounce. Flee to 
Kansas and it will pad behind in pursuit. A 
child fears the boogeyman under the bed. 
Grown-ups wake up terrified of nightmares 
like this—they know that in some form, 
an assassin will slay us all and there's no 
escape. Mitchell has made a teen slasher 
for adults. The sacrificial flesh is young, 
but the horrors are for the barely legal and 
above, as the stalker is transmitted by sex. 
Sleep with the wrong partner, as 19-year- 
old Jay (Maika Monroe, the square-shoul¬ 
dered blonde of last summer's excellent The 
Guest) discovers, and death passes from 
her date to her. Jay's choices are dire: die, 
or kill her own conscience by seducing the 
next victim. It Follows crams big ideas into a 
thin, but stylish thriller that shares the visual 
tics of this new breed of low budget, high 
ambition horror. There's a way-cool synth 
soundtrack, curiously dated set design 
(our heroine still watches a TV with rabbit 
ears), several gorgeous tracking shots, and 
pounds of atmospheric pressure. At times, 
the film moves so slow it feels drugged. But 
just when boredom sets in, a figure moves 
in the distance and alarm bells sound all 
over again. The most fun will be in dissect¬ 
ing it afterwards. Film school professors, 
look forward to a decade of term papers.

THE LONGEST RIDE It's easy to tease 
a Nicholas Sparks movie. It's harder to 
admit that he's good at his niche—and has 
a string of ten films, nearly all profitable, 
to prove it, even if every one has been 
savaged by critics. Still, a good romance 
can make us endure an implausible plot 
as long as the leads have heat. This time, 
instead of one couple, there's two—and 
Sparks has even stretched out of his 
blonde/Southern/Christian comfort zone 
to make the older pair Jewish. His young 
heartthrob is a blonde, Southern bull rider 
named Luke Collins and played by Clint 
Eastwood's son, Scott Eastwood, who 
pairs his daddy's crinkle-cut eyes with 
abs you could use as a cattle guard. Luke 
is a hero on the Professional Bull Riding 
circuit, a three-time champion forced to 
take a year-long break after a monster 
named Rango gored him in Las Vegas. He 
and art student Sophia (Britt Robertson) 
have nothing in common except golden 
good looks and a fondness for looking at 
each other and grinning. Still, Robertson 
and Eastwood do that well enough that we 
buy their chemistry. Robertson has a great 
giggle, and Tillman cranks up the sexual 
tension as Luke plonks her on a practice 
barrel strung up in his barn to teach this 
city girl howto straddle a wild ride. And, 
of course, Luke could learn a love lesson 
from widower Ira Levinson (Alan Alda), 
who literally crashes into his life with a box 
of love letters he wrote to his wife Ruth. By 
the time The Longest Ride runs right off a 
cliff, we're already strapped in with these 
two. Give in and enjoy the plunge. (PG-13)

A Fellow of 
Infinite Craziness 

Our own Dave Barton throws Hamlet in a blender and produces a moveable feast

T he real star of the Monkey 
Wrench Collective’s Slings St 
Arrows isn’t the wholly commit¬ 
ted ensemble, the deconstructed 
concept of William Shakespeare’s Hamlet, 
or the complimentary cheese and grapes 
during intermission, all of which merit 
praise. If s the incredible site: Casa Roman- 
tica, a 1927 Spanish Colonial Revival man¬ 
sion overlooking the San Clemente Pier 
that has hosted many a gala over the years, 
but nothing quite like this production. 

In fact, there’s never been a produc¬ 
tion like this in OC history, a site-specific 
moveable feast in which the narrative 
of Shakespeare’s definitive tragedy is 
simmered, reduced and diffused into 14 
locales spread across the property—from 
butterfly gardens and verandas with the 
Pacific as a backdrop to tiny bathrooms. 
And while one can quibble over whether 
director (and OC Weekly art critic) Dave 
Barton’s concept says anything revelatory 
about the most explored English-language 
text next to the King James Bible, it’s hard 
to argue that the experience isn’t unique, 
powerful and theatrical. 

Barton doesn’t stick Hamlet in a 
blender and hit puree. He peels away 
everything unnecessary for his concept 
and tosses it. And there’s no mucking 
around with whether Hamlet is really 
insane or just faking. In this re-imagining, 
Hamlet is absolutely insane, wracked 
by visions, voices and paranoia, his per¬ 
sonality splintering into two Shadow 
Hamlets. Anything that doesn’t support 
this, whether characters or entire scenes, 
is junked. 

What results is a more sinewy version 
of the tale, which unfolds how one would 
imagine a schizophrenic sees the world— 
a series of snapshots or glimpses that 
don’t adhere to any reasonable structure 
or time element. Part of that is spatial. 
While the audience gathers together three 
times—the opening, end of act one and 
final scene—in between, they’re akin to 
Pac-People, following a map’s legend to 
find the next scene. In the first act, six 
scenes play on a 35-minute loop; in the 
second, five play on a 25-minute loop. 

So it’s up to each audience member to 
decide a sequence. That can cause logisti¬ 
cal problems. So many scenes playing at 
the same time means if one lasts a little 
long, you’re in catch-up mode, and if you 
get momentarily disoriented, you run the 
risk of missing a scene (as this dope did 
in the first act, when he missed Polonius, 
the always-talented Rick Kopps, who 


also doubles as the grave digger in one of 
the second act’s most memorable scenes, 
communicating from the afterlife). 

Because one actor can only be in one 
place, Hamlet (a lithe and tormented Jef¬ 
frey Kieviet) only appears in four scenes 
(the beginning, end and once in both 
acts). But in some fashion, he dominates 
every scene, whether it’s one of his frac¬ 
tured alter-egos (Brenda Kenworthy and 
Adam Poynter) tormenting Ophelia (Jami 
McCoy) or Gertrude (Jill Cary Martin), or 
other characters reacting to the madness 
that engulfs the court in a cycle of para¬ 
noia, mental breakdowns and blood lust. 

Not all the scenes click as well as oth¬ 
ers. Why Laertes (Craig Johnson) pan¬ 
tomimes a song to his mother flew over 
my head. Anachronistic touches such as 
cell phones and lyrics from the Beatles’ 
and Frank Sinatra’s catalogs don’t feel 
necessary. And some of the more cramped 
spaces make seeing and hearing every¬ 
thing a bit difficult—but that’s also part of 
the experience. It’s not just that audience 
members have to work a little to find and 
observe each scene, they also have to work 
on making their own connections, unrav¬ 
eling the threads of Hamlet’s psychosis 
and figuring their own patterns. (The 
more intimate rooms also add a visceral 
dimension, as often you’re only a few

inches from the actors, all of whom con¬ 
tribute intense, committed performances.) 

Does the frenetic focus on Hamlet’s 
insanity truly reflect the complexity 
and ambiguity of Shakespeare’s play? 
Absolutely not. If you’re looking for a 
fuller understanding of his text and a full- 
bodied, “respectful” rendering, look else¬ 
where. But as Peter Brook wrote in The 
Quality of Mercy, “While each produc¬ 
tion is obliged to find its own shapes and 
forms, the written words do not belong 
to the past. They are sources that can 
create and inhabit new forms.” While it’s 
understandable why some blue-blooded 
Shakespearian purist may cry foul that his 
greatest work has been fricasseed in such 
fashion, the method to this production’s 
madness is clear. This is a Hamlet that 
belongs to the now, both in terms of its 
creation for this site, as well as forcing the 
audience to interact with it subjectively. 
It’s a piece of living, breathing art—and 
one hell of a good time.

She Draws 
the Forest 
and the Trees 

I squealed the first time I saw Erin 
Vaughan's work. There, sitting on a 
shelf, was a three-dimensional, vintage 
trailer made from paper; it was small 
enough to park in the palm of your hand. 
You could see rivets in the aluminum 
door and into the tiny windows, above 
which Navajo-patterned curtains were 
hung. Freaking adorable. 

Although the 24-year-old grew up 
in the suburbs, her work is steeped in 
nature and Americana nostalgia. "I 
spent much of my childhood camp¬ 
ing and taking road trips," Vaughan 
says, "and I continue to seek out those 
experiences to create inspiration for 
my work." Vaughan's dedication has 
paid off, as she freelances full-time out 
of her Fullerton studio, designing post 
cards for national parks and selling 
artwork from her Etsy shop. (See more 
at erinvaughanillustration.com.) 

The rest of Vaughan's images tell sto¬ 
ries of summer camp, hiking through the 
woods and the bird's-eye view of a valley 
when you've finally hit the summit. It all 
has a charming, Wes Anderson quality 
to it and sometimes looks a bit wobbly, 
as if a still from a stop-animation car¬ 
toon. Vaughan brought that feeling to her 
senior thesis installation at Biola. "My 
illustrations were printed on card stock, 
then cut up and assembled into three- 
dimensional tree houses on a massive 
landscape," she recalls. It's a wonderful 
little world that makes you want to shrink 
down and walk around, exploring the 
rich colors and janky homemade tents. 

Outside that world, Vaughan's sylvan 
artwork is paired with schoolmate Alex 
Choura's graceful hand lettering for their 
Golden Pines Paper Shop. And you can 
catch her at upcoming Patchwork craft 
shows in Long Beach and SanTana— 
she'll be the sweet-lookin' blonde sur¬ 
rounded by all the tall trees.

Designing a 
New Career 


Tim Shelton of Still Life Tattoo in Seal Beach 


F or some people, it’s obvious 

from a very early age what they 
want to do in life. Maybe as a 
child, they draw tattoos, and 
then they learn more about the art form 
as a teenager, starting an apprenticeship 
as soon as they turn 18. Tim Shelton, the 
owner of Still Life Tattoo in Seal Beach, 
wasn’t one of those people. It wasn’t until 
he was in his mid-20s that he even consid¬ 
ered tattooing for a career, when his friend 
Steve Schultz (owner of Costa Mesa Tat¬ 
too) took a look at Shelton’s sketchbook. 

“I always loved tattoos as a kid, but I 
was pursuing a career in illustration, and 
then in graphic design, while I was get¬ 
ting tattooed,” Shelton says. “It definitely 
strengthened my art, but one day, I just 
asked myself, ‘What the hell are you doing?’ 
Then I asked Steve for an apprenticeship.” 

In the decade since then, Shelton has 
developed his own style, though he’s not 
sure how he would describe it. “I started 
in a street shop, where I had to do a little 
bit of everything,” Shelton says. “I think 
your style is based on what you really like 
doing, and I love doing black and gray. It’s 
so timeless, but I’ve got nothing against 
color. My style is more of how the tattoo is 
drawn, I just know it’s mine. I don’t really 
copy anyone else’s or use many references. 
I bring all the references out on the table, 
and then I end up putting them away and 
just drawing the hell out of it. 

“There are similarities in my drawing 
style to how I tattoo, but you usually have 
full control over your drawings,” Shelton 
continues. “That’s the time to make your 
own weird shit. I do a lot of loose, texture 
stuff when I’m drawing, but it’s pretty rare 
that I try tattooing like that.” 

Creating tattoo sketches without bas¬ 
ing them off photos or other tattoos has 
its downsides, but Shelton believes it’s

worth it in the long run. “It definitely 
takes longer to develop certain things, 
but that makes you into a better artist,” 
the 37-year-old says. “I’m still developing 
now, and I think I’ll still be developing 
until I’m dead or done tattooing.” 

As the owner of his own shop, he rec¬ 
ognizes that his evolution as an artist is 
something that must continue. “When 
I was doing graphic design, there was 
downtime when we’d race little lowrid- 
ers around the cubicles,” he says. “Here, 
you’re responsible for your own success. 
Owning a shop, you’re also responsible for 
the success of others. There’s no consis¬ 
tent paycheck, so if something is wrong 
with you creatively on that day, your pay- 
check will show it.” 

It’s not all about the creativity, though. 
Shelton acknowledges the very human 
side of what he does plays a part. “When 
you tattoo memorial pieces on people, 
particularly when they’re so close to the 
person’s passing, it’s like being a hair styl¬ 
ist. You hear a lot of shit,” he says. ‘You 
hear some heavy shit that you purposely 
forget, but I love that aspect of helping 
people deal with their problems. Every¬ 
one walks away with their head up and 
feeling better about themselves because of 
what we do. I think we’re all fortunate to 
do what we do.”

JUST THE 
DRIP 

Vaping is always about custom 
tastes. Each user might have a different 
goal for vaping: be it flavor, clouds 
or customization. Users that mostly 
vape for the flavor might try 'dripping' 
or 'direct dripping': instead of filling 
up a tank, cartomizer, or clearomizer, 
instead one 'drips' a couple drops 
of regular e-liquid directly onto an 
atomizer right before taking a puff. 

But why mess with a good thing? 
Regular vaping is fine! 

Two words: Bold. Flavor. Dripping 
tends to give you the cleanest, "truest" 
of flavors with dense, bold clouds. 
It also seems to intensify the throat 
hit without skimping out on flavor. 
Another great aspect of dripping is the 
ability to vape many different flavors in 
one sitting without having to change 
tanks or fill an entire tank just to try 
a bit of flavor that you got a small 
craving for. 

Many users begin by hacking a pen 
style e-cig. Although it's a simple 
hack, as always, it is DEFINITELY 
recommended to educate yourself 
before trying any mods on your own- 
try consulting a shop for help. Once 
committed, a drip vaper will usually 
move on to a more customizable 
atomizer such as a rebuildable dripping 
atomizer and hack and mod away! 

What about heat? Are you into 
burning your lips on atomizers? That's 
sick, get some help. For the rest of us, 
there are drip tips! Drip tips are the 
little mouth pieces that plug into the 
atomizer to keep a user from getting 
hotlips. Most of these drip tips are 
wide enough to be able to be dripped 
directly down as well (recommended 
if you have steady hands or a fondness 
of spilled e-juice in your mouth). They 
come in a vast array of styles and 
types. 

There IS an art to dripping that one 
will quickly learn through trial and error. 
Always start small-you can always add 
but you can't always subtract (don't 
flood!). Take notes on what works and 
what doesn't. The fun in customization 
is trying new things and learning what 
works for you. 

Go on, experiment fearlessly- 
but always with caution.

Everyone’s a Wiener 

Burger Records’ inventive new label says ‘yes’ to everyone

R ecord labels are exclusive by 
nature. They are purveyors of 
taste, harbingers of new talent. 
Getting signed is a milestone in 
any artist’s career. But what happens if any¬ 
one can join a label? Does it still mean some¬ 
thing? What happens to a member’s-only 
club when everyone becomes a member? 

At Wiener Records, anyone can be a 
Wiener. The business model behind the 
Burger Records offshoot is remarkably 
simple. Bands pay anywhere from $250 to 
$650 for the manufacturing of 100 tapes; 
plus, they get social-media shoutouts and 
their music sold on its website. “The point 
of Wiener is that everyone can do it,” says 


Danny Gonzales, the “head guy” behind 
the record label. “You can literally burp on 
a mic for 20 minutes, and I’ll put it out.” 

If that bar sounds low, it’s because it 
is. Wiener’s mission isn’t so much about 
discovering new talent as it is about mak¬ 
ing music manufacturing egalitarian. Sure, 
you’ve got to pay a small fee, but, as Gon¬ 
zales points out, that covers manufactur¬ 
ing costs. Tapes are cheap and relatively 
fast and easy to make. Compared to the 
$1,500 that getting 100 LPs manufac¬ 
tured costs, the Wiener deal is a bargain. 
Manufacturing takes about two weeks for 
tapes, while it can take anywhere from 
14 to 16 weeks for LPs. And unlike digital

files, tapes are tangible. “For your fans 
who care about you, they want to have a 
memento or something to remember the 
show by,” says Burger Records co-founder 
Sean Bohrman. “For the most part, I think 
anyone can afford [a tape].” 

The idea for an Everyman’s label came 
about in 2011. It was actually a solution 
to one of Burger’s most perplexing prob¬ 
lems: too many solicitations. “There’s so 
many bands, and obviously we can’t put 
every band on Burger,” says Lee Rickard, 
co-founder of the garage/punk rock label, 
“but we still wanted to provide a service 
and help people out.” Instead of rejecting 
bands that were not necessarily “Burger- 


esque,” the label now had a different 
direction to point them in. “It softens the 
blow,” he explains, “and at the same time, 
we’re helping people grow and improve 
and make some income.” 

Though Wiener has been around for 
some time, it has only started to get hype 
in the past year. Part of this has to do with 
Gonzales. When he joined the team, the 
Wiener branch of things “was in a sleep¬ 
ing state,” Gonzales recalls. “It’s some¬ 
thing [Rickard and Bohrman] had in the 
backs of their minds for a while, but they 
were just too busy with Burger.” 

Starting from scratch, Gonzales 
answered dozens of old emails and lis¬ 
tened to heaps of mailed-in demos. As the 
wheels of Wiener started churning, more 
bands began seeking the overall benefits 
of joining the label. To date, Wiener has 
put out more than 100 releases and has 
“signed” bands from all over the world. Its 
bands performed at three different stages 
at this year’s South By Southwest, and the 
label hosts regular shows in Fullerton. 

“It’s come a long way,” Gonzales says, 
adding that he receives dozens of submis¬ 
sions weekly. 

Wiener bands actually get free hype and 
press from both labels. “They’re joining a 
community,” says Gonzales. “[Wiener is] 
pretty much the little brother to Burger.. 

.. The bands look out for one another. It’s 
very supportive.” For instance, when Wie¬ 
ner bands tour, they often contact fellow 
Wieners in the cities they’re visiting to 
perform with them. 

Joining the Wiener roster is also an 
effective way of grabbing Burger’s atten¬ 
tion. “It’s kind of like a training ground for 
Burger,” says Bohrman. Since the label’s 
formation, a handful of Wiener bands 
have already been bumped up to Burger 
Records. Just look at Australian band Wax 
Witches. In 2013, they commissioned 
Wiener to manufacture their EP because 
it was cheap and would help them get 
attention overseas. “In Australia, it’s really 
hard to release music if you’re an indie 
artist because there are no indie labels 
over there,” says Alex Wall, who writes 
and records the band’s music. “So I was 
like, ‘That’s super-cool. I can have merch 
and stuff by them and not try to find a 
label over here.’” 

By joining Wiener, the Wax Witches 
gained a larger presence in the U.S., as 
well as caught the ears of Rickard and 
Bohrman. “He moved up from a tape 
to a tape deal to a full-on record,” says 
Rickard, who listened to Wax Witches’ 
Wiener-produced EP. “And now he’s a 
Burger star.”

Not Their First Rodeo 

Five survival tips for OC country bands from 
a group that knows the struggle

O range County has always had 
a stronghold in the world of 
country music. Even in the 
land of punk rock, ska and reg¬ 
gae, several of our local bars host Country 
Nights and our clubs teach people how to 
line dance. These days, new country bands 
are popping up everywhere. One such out¬ 
fit is Front Porch Rodeo, a talented group 
of musicians currently bringing their 
high-energy sets to places such as the 
Slidebar Rock-N-Roll Kitchen in Fullerton 
and On the Rocks in Garden Grove. After 
a couple of years together, Brendan Flan¬ 
nery, Jordan Roepke, Kyle Matthews and 
Jeremy Devore have this “country band in 
OC” thing down, and they want to give the 
aspiring Lady Antebellums and the Band 
Perrys some advice for the long, hard road 
they’re about to embark on. 

1. COWBOY BOOTS 

Music aside, what comes to mind when 
you think of a country band? Cowboy hats, 
cowboy boots and probably some denim- 
okay, all the denim. “I think there’s defi¬ 
nitely some pressure to be a little more 
country than country, especially being 
a band from Southern California,” says 
drummer Devore. “I’ve seen other bands 
really lay it on pretty thick, but mostly it’s 
about the boots.” 

2. PLAN TO DRIVE FAR-VERY FAR 

Devore and guitarist/vocalist Roepke agree 
the traffic is the worst part about being a 
country band from OC. In order to get to 
shows at country hotspots in other places, 
including the Brandin’ Iron in San Ber¬ 


nardino and Water Wheel Saloon in Norco 
(or anywhere else in the Inland Empire), 
you’re forced to encounter some of the 
worst freeway gridlock in the state. Allow 
yourself plenty of time; no one likes getting 
stuck in cow country during rush hour. 

3. BE A BADASS MUSICIAN 

“[Country’s] not the easiest tunes to master 
and play,” says Devore. “[It] may sound 
simple, but there are plenty of curveballs to 
keep you on your toes.” Bassist Matthews 
adds, “Composition can be a challenge 
because most country songs have instru¬ 
mentation that is not available as a four-to- 
six-piece band. Country music takes a cer¬ 
tain level of musicianship to pull off well. Be 
prepared to challenge yourself technically, 
sonically and physically.” 

4. LOWER YOUR EXPECTATIONS 

“Be prepared to get paid a lot less than 
you think [you should],” warns Devore. 
Just because country music is popu¬ 
lar right now doesn’t mean venues are 
throwing mounds of cash at you to play. 
No offense, but you’re not Florida Geor¬ 
gia Line ... yet. 

5. JUST BE YOURSELF 

“In the words of Brantley Gilbert and 
many before him, ‘It’s not where you live, 
it’s how you live,”’ says guitarist/vocal¬ 
ist Flannery. “Country is not about living 
on a farm or in a field; it’s a lifestyle and 
mindset. Stay true to yourself; that’s the 
most ‘country’ thing you can do. Play the 
songs you want to play and be the band 
you want to be.”

W hen Red Undead guitarist Thomas 
Monroe met Mary Yanashima, he was 
leading a poetry group in Mission Viejo. A 
friend of Monroe's had tipped him off that there 
would be, as he put it, a real pirate coming to 
the circle that night. Yanashima left the poetry 
to the rest of the group and instead chose to 
unleash a fierce a capella cover of a Yeah Yeah 
Yeah's tune. At that moment, Monroe knew he 
had stumbled upon his future front woman. 

"She immediately had a great charisma 
about her, but I didn't really say anything that 
first time," Monroe says of the petite, crimson¬ 
haired Yanashima. "She came backthe next 
week, we bonded over Kirin Ichiban, and she 
sang another song. I asked her if she was in a 
band, and she wasn't—but definitely wanted 
to be." 

Monroe says that likening Yanashima to 
a pirate was a serendipitous, positive omen. 
The lead singer's fondness for flailing about 
onstage and sporting an increasingly eccen¬ 
tric wardrobe are supporting elements of 
Red Undead's message of personal freedom. 
That ethos landed them a gig at Saddleback 
College's LGBT Alliance event in December. 
"We intend to spread the ideas of uncondi¬ 
tional love and acceptance for all people," 
Yanashima says. "We were welcomed warmly 
and made new friends—and we shared lots 
of pizza." 

Sunday's show at Programme Skate & 

Sound comes on the heels of some local radio 
attention, including a guest DJ spot on UC 
Irvine's KUCI and an interview on Cal State Ful¬ 
lerton's Titan Radio, in support of their debut,

full-length album, Lost Hearts, which was 
recorded at Hear No Evil Studios in Orange. 

Produced by Elliot Koenig (who worked with 
the group on their previous, self-titled EP), Lost 
Hearts shows a great deal of maturity, reveal¬ 
ing a garage sound littered with vocals that 
alternate between ferocious and saccharine. 
Yanashima says she believes the album lightly 
echoes the essence of the Riot Grrrl move¬ 
ment, though she's quick to add it's more of 
an inspiration than a direct influence. The title 
track rolls in and out of heavy guitar grooves 
and lays down a vibe reminiscent of Veruca 
Salt, while rippers such as "Freedom" dip into 
garage punk. 

"'Freedom' is kind of my feminist song," 
Yanashima says. It was inspired by her experi¬ 
ence with Take Backthe Night, a charitable 
organization that spearheads group walks 
to protest violence against women. "Just 
because you have the face of a woman doesn't 
mean you should be judged differently. I'm 
trying to let people know I can be a woman 
and still be tough. I can be an equal, but I don't 
want to just scream it; I want to show them 
through my music what I have to say." 

Monroe adds that "Freedom" applies to 
anyone with a wild heart and sense of cour¬ 
age, which is ultimately the credo of the 
unlikely quintet of punk pirates. "The song can 
connect with anyone," he says. "It says, 'Ring 
your freedom out; let your thunder out.' It's very 
empowering and connects with me, too."
